A.R.C.A. has filled comments in other Federal Communications 
Commission rule making proceedings concerning Amateur Radio. 


A.R.C.A. has filled timely comments with the N.T.LA. in this matter. 


1. The first comment We would like to make is about the short 
comment time allowed. This may be fine for corporations that have 
lots of lawyers on staff. Amateur Radio organizations do not normally 
have a staff just sitting around to do all that is necessary to reply in a 
timely manner. 


2. The N.T.LA. did NOT do its job as charged by Congress. 

They did NOT evaluate the spectrum they propose to release as 
charged by Congress. The spectrum has been and continues to by 
used many. See comments N.T.].A. How can the FCC sell something 
that has be sold already. 


3. Previous fillings of the ARRL, SCRRBA, ARCA & others have 
already explained in great detail the harm to Amateur Radio that 
would be caused by the loss of even part of the 2300-2450 GHz band. 
The Commission is being forced to violate the Congressional mandate 
of the Budget Act by "causing excessive disruption of existing 
use...by Amateur Radio licensees". 


4. We note that the majority of the proposed uses of the spectrum do 
not take into the fact the high level of interference that already exists 
and have not proposed any real cure for the problems. 


5. In our opinion the only proposal that merits any further 
consideration is that of In-Flight Phone Corp. Their proposal has 
been thought out to some extent and they have prepared a limited 
engineering study to support same. Their proposal still needs a great 
deal more work. It will only work if the service 1s limited to only a 
few suppliers and that Amateur Radio be given the status of Co 
primary. Suitable arbitration rules would HAVE to be included in any 
authorization granted so there will be no repeat of the 900MHz farce 
of sharing with the car locator people. 


6. Since the N.T.LA. did not correctly follow the requirements of the 
Budget act , and the fact that the Commission is being asked to 
violate provisions of the same act, we would like to recommend the 
following: The Commission change the status of Amateur Radio 
operation in the 2300-2310, 2390-2417 to that of primary and leave 
the 2402-2417 status quo. That the commission work with the 
N.T.LA to find other spectrum that will fulfill the requirements of the 
Budget act.
